Only  by  energetically  launching  the  three  eevolutions  is  it  possible 
to  successfully  occupy  the  ideological  fortress  and  material  fortress  of  communism 
turning  all  members  of  society  into  chuche-oriented  communist  social  beings  and 
remaking  all  aspects  of  social  life  in  the  image  of  the  working  class. 

It  is  the  basic  task  of  trade  unions  to  energetically  launch  the  three  revolutions 
The  trade  unions,  by  energetically  launching  the  ideological  revolution, 
technological  revolution,  and  cultural  revolution  with  the  banner  of  three 
revolutions  held  high,  must  bring  about  a  ceaseless  upsurge  in  all  areas  of 
socialist  construction. 

The  trade  unions,  strengthening  the  ideological  revolution,  must  thoroughly 
revolutionize  the  working  class  and  trade  union  members. 

The  basics  of  the  ideological  revolution  are  thoroughly  arming  the  working  people 
with  our  party’s  revolutionary  thought,  the  chuche  ideology. 

Our  party’s  chuche  ideology  is  an  invincible  revolutionary  thought  which  was 
founded  amid  the  struggle  to  realize  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of 
the  masses  of  working  people  and  its  correctness  has  been  proved  positively, 
and  the  guiding  principle  which  must  be  strictly  adhered  to  in  the  struggle 
to  convert  the  whole  society  to  the  chuche  ideology.  The  working  class,  always 
holding  the  chuche  ideology  as  the  unitary  guiding  thought  in  the  revolutionary 
struggle  and  construction  tasks,  must  think  and  act  in  accordance  with  the 
demands  of  the  chuche  ideology. 

The  working  class,  strengthening  its  study  of  the  chuche  ideology,  its  study  of 
the  policies  of  the  party,  its  study  of  the  revolutionary  tradition,  must 
thoroughly  arm  itself  with  the  chuche  revolutionary  view,  and  defending  the 
purity  of  the  chuche  ideology,  must  devotedly  struggle  for  the  comprehensive 
victory  of  the  chuche  ideology.

and  revolutionary  consciousness  among  the  working  class.  Without  ceaselessly 
heightening  the  class  consciousness  and  revolutionary  consciousness  of  the 
working  class  it  is  impossible  not  only  to  continue  to  move  the  revolution 
forward  but  to  defend  the  already  won  gains  of  the  revolution  either. 

The  working  class,  deeply  aware  of  its  class  mission  and  duty,  must  infinitely 
hate  the  exploiting  class  and  exploiting  system  and  resolutely  observe  its 
class  stand  and  revolutionary  principle  in  any  environment,  however  difficult  and 
complex. 
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Today  the  revolutionary  situation  is  very  complex,  and  the  destruction  and  sabotage 
machinations  of  the  imperialists  and  class  enemies  are  intensifying  day  by  day. 

The  working  class  and  trade  union  members,  further  heightening  their  revolutionary 
vigilance,  must  resolutely  struggle  against  the  ideocultural  infiltration  and 
destruction  and  sabotage  machinations  of  the  imperialists,  and  always  maintaining 
an  intense,  dynamic  posture,  must  militantly  work  and  live. 

The  working  class  and  trade  union  members  must  love  labor  and  participate  in 
labor  faithfully. 

Loving  labor  is  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the  character  of  a  communist. 

Only  he  who  faithfully  works  for  the  sake  of  society  and  collective  and 
revolutionarily  tempers  himself  through  labor,  can  become  a  genuine  communist. 

The  working  class  and  trade  union  members,  considering  labor  rewarding  and  glorious, 
must  faithfully  participate  in  labor,  and  consciously  observing  the  labor  displine 
and  energetically  working,  must  carry  out  without  defelction  all  the  production 
quotas  assigned  them. 

Communal  properties  of  the  state  and  society  are  precious  wealth  achieved  by  the 
blood  and  sweat  of  the  masses  of  working  people  and  priceless  resources  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  fatherland  and  the  happiness  of  the  people.  The  working  class 
and  trade  union  members,  with  a  heightened  awarness  that  they  are  the  masters 
running  the  nation’s  economy,  must  assiduously  manage  their  machine,  they  shop, 
their  factory,  and  preserve  and  love  all  national  properties,  large  and  small, 
to  the  utmost.  Again,  they  must  positivley  struggle  against  the  phenomenon  of 
haphazardly  looking  after  and  wasting  the  communal  properties  of  the  state  and 
society. 

It  is  the  intrinsic  demand  of  the  socialist,  communist  society  that  all  members 
of  society  work,  study,  and  live  all  together,  helping  each  other  and  leading 
each  other  on  in  accordance  with  the  communistic  collectivist  principle  of 
”one  for  all,  all  for  one."  The  working  class  and  trade  union  members,  uprooting 
the  ideas  of  individualism,  egoism,  inherited  from  the  old  society,  must 
possess  the  communist  character  of  loving  and  holding  organization  and  collective 
dear  and  struggling,  giving  their  all,  for  the  sake  of  the  intenests  of  the 
society  and  the  people,  the  interests  of  the  party  and  the  revolution. 

The  trade  unions  must  energetically  call  the  working  class  and  trade  union  members 
to  the  prosecution  of  the  technological  revolution. 

Only  by  energetically  pushing  ahead  with  the  technological  revolution  is  it 
possible  to  even  better  insure  an  independent  and  creative  life  for  the  working 
people  who  have  been  liberated  from  exploitation  and  oppression,  and  successfully 
attain  the  cause  for  conversion  of  the  whole  society  to  the  chuche  ideology. 

To  energetically  push  ahead  with  the  technological  revolution  is  an  important 
guarantee  for  realizing  the  chucheization,  modernization,  and  scientization  of 
the  people’s  economy  and  occupying  the  10  major  prospective  targets  of  socialist 
economic  construction  ahead  of  schedule. 

The  technological  revolution  is  a  task  for  the  sake  of  the  producer  masses, 
a  task  of  the  producer  masses  themselves.  Our  workers,  technicians,  and  trade

The  workers,  technicians,  and  trade 
union  members,  by  further  improving  existing  mechanical  facilities  in  terms  of 
technology  and  inventing  and  manufacturing  even  more  new  modern  mechanical 
facilities,  with  all  their  wisdom  and  talents  displayed  to  the  hilt,  must 
continue  to  raise  the  technical  provision  standards  of  the  people's  economy 
and  energetically  step  up  the  mechanization,  automation,  remote  control  of 
production,  positively  adopting  the  advances  of  modern  science  and  technology. 

It  is  important  to  strengthen  the  creative  cooperation  of  the  workers,  scientists 
and  technicians  in  carrying  out  the  technological  revolution.  Only  by  correctly 
combining  the  abundant  experiences  of  the  broad  producer  masses  with  the  knowledge 
of  science  and  technology  held  by  the  scientists  and  technicians  is  it  possible 
to  score  an  admirable  success  in  the  development  of  technology.  The  workers, 
scientists  and  technicians,  highly  displaying  the  spirit  of  comradely  cooperation, 
must  learn  from  each  other  and  teach  each  other,  and  joining  their  strength  and 
wisdom,  must  bring  about  collective  technological  innovations  in  all  branches 
of  the  people's  economy. 

The  workers,  scientists  and  technicians  must  positively  struggle  against 
technological  mysticism,  conservatism,  and  empiricism  standing  in  the  way  of 
technological  development,  and  must  think  boldly  and  practice  daringly  in  remaking 
technology.  In  this  way  smashing  the  old  technical  standards  and  nominal 
capacities  in  all  branches  of  the  people's  economy,  they  must  ceaselessly 
establish  new  standards,  new  records. 

The  trade  unions  must  energetically  launch  the  cultural  revolution  among  the 
working  class  and  trade  union  members. 

The  cultural  revolution  is  one  of  the  basic  revolutionary  tasks  the  working 
class  and  trade  union  organizations  must  carry  out.  Only  by  conducting  the 
cultural  revolution  is  it  possible  to  do  away  with  the  cultural  backwardness 
left  behind  by  the  old  society  and  turn  the  working  people  into  fully  developed 
communist  social  beings. 

Today  an  important  task  of  the  cultural  revolution  is  by  far  improving  the 
technical  and  cultural  standards  of  the  working  people.  The  present  era  is 
an  age  of  science  and  technology,  and  all  processes  of  modern  production  are 
none  other  than  technical  process.  Without  knowing  modern  science  and  technology 
it  is  impossible  to  quickly  develop  production  nor  is  it  possible  to  energetically 
push  ahead  with  the  technological  revolution. 

The  working  class  and  trade  union  members,  putting  study  upfront  as  the  first  and 
foremost  revolutionary  duty,  must  steadfastly  study  wherever,  whenever,  and 
strengthening  the  task  of  disseminating  scientific  and  technological  knowledge 
and  the  task  of  instructing  skills,  must  further  improve  the  technical  skill 
standards  and  familiarize  themselves  with  the  specialized  knowledge  and  technology 
of  their  branches.  The  working  class  and  trade  union  members,  by  loyally  upholding 
the  guidelines  of  the  party  for  intellectualizing  the  whole  society  and  by  earnestly 
studying,  enrolled  in  the  education  system  for  studying  while  working  such  as 
factory  colleges,  must  strive  to  acquire  in  the  near  future  general  knowledge  and 
modern  scientific  and  technological  knowledge  on  the  level  of  a  higher  technical 
school  or  college  graduate. 
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All  branches  must  thoroughly  establish  tidiness  in  production  and  tidiness  in  life.

Again,  the  working  class,  strengthening  material  and  technical 
support  for  the  rural  areas,  must  industrialize  agriculture  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  and  liberate  the  peasants  from  backbreaking  labor.  Thus  doing  away  with  the 
ideological,  technological,  and  cultural  backwardness  of  the  rural  areas  and  all 
of  class  distinctions,  it  must  build  a  classless  society,  a  completely  victorious 
socialist  society. 

The  GFTU  is  a  reliable  helper  of  our  party’s  politicoideologically  protecting 
and  defending  our  party  and  struggling  to  carry  through  the  revolutionary  line 
of  our  party. 

It  is  the  supreme  principle  of  the  trade  union  activity  to  be  infinitely  faithful 
to  our  party  and  go  forward  to  loyally  uphold  the  thought  and  leadership  of  the 
party. 

The  trade  unions,  firmly  setting  up  the  unitary  ideology  system  of  the  party 
within  their  unions,  must  go  forward  to  loyally  uphold  the  leadership  of  the 
party  and  thoroughly  establish  the  work  system  and  revolutionary  ethos  of 
carrying  through  the  line  and  guidelines  of  the  party  unconditionally  to  the  end.

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It  is  an  important  duty  of  trade  unions  to  energetically  launch  the  mass  movement 
under  the  leadership  of  the  party.  Trade  union  organizations  must  strive  to 
indoctrinate  and  remold  union  members  the  communist  way,  making  them  widely 
participate  in  the  mass  movement  in  various  forms,  and  energetically  organize 
and  mobilize  them  in  the  fulfillment  of  politicoeconomic  tasks  set  forth  by  the 
party. 

The  movement  to  capture  the  red  flag  of  three  revolutions  is  an  energetic  mass 
movement  to  remold  people  the  communist  way  and  positively  step  up  socialist 
economic  construction,  energetically  launching  the  ideological,  technological, 
and  cultural  revolutions.

Trade  union  organizations  must  make  the  working  class  and  trade  union  members, 
masters  of  the  socialist  economy,  positively  participate  in  enterprise  management, 
and  dynamically  inspire  them  to  the  great  socialist  construction  struggle. 

In  this  manner  they  must  strive  to  make  all  branches  of  the  people’s  economy 
more  thoroughly  carry  through  the  Taean  work  system  and  bring  about  a  new 
revolutionary  upswing  on  all  fronts  of  socialist  construction. 

To  reunify  the  divided  fatherland  is  the  supreme  national  desire  long  cherished 
by  the  entire  Korean  people  and  the  most  important  revolutionary  task  facing 
the  working  class  and  working  masses  of  our  country  today. 

On  account  of  the  occupation  of  south  Korea  by  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  plot 
of  splittists  to  create  *’two  Koreas”  our  country  has  remained  divided  for 
36  long  years,  and  with  each  passing  day  the  danger  of  a  permanent  division  of 
the  nation  grows  bigger.  By  reunifying  the  divided  fatherland  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  we  must  prevent  the  permanent  division  of  the  nation  and  achieve 
the  unified  development  of  the  country. 

The  entire  Korean  working  class  and  people  of  all  strata,  loyally  upholding  the 
new  fatherland  reunification  proposal  set  forth  at  the  sixth  congress  of  our  party, 
must  launch  in  unison  into  the  sacred  struggle  to  reunify  the  fatherland  by 
founding  the  Democratic  Confederal  Republic  of  Koryo. 

The  basic  obstacle  to  realizing  the  reunification  of  the  fatherland  is  the 
occupation  of  south  Korea  by  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  their  plot  to  create 
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"two  Koreas."  The  Korean  working  class  and  people  of  all  strata  must  one  and  all 
positively  struggle  to  drive  the  U.S.  imperialist  aggressive  armed  forces  out  of 
south  Korea,  realize  national  liberation  on  a  nationwide  basis,  and  crush  the 
plot  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  to  create  "two  Koreas." 

In  order  to  achieve  the  independent  peaceful  reunification  of  the  fatherland, 
it  is  imperative  to  liquidate  the  military  fascist  rule  in  south  Korea  and  realize 
democratization  of  the  society.  The  south  Korean  working  class  must  courageously 
launch  into  the  struggle  to  liquidate  the  military  fascist  ruling  system  in 
south  Korea  and  realize  democratization  of  the  society,  and  shall  lead  the  just 
patriotic  struggle  of  the  broad  masses  of  people  at  the  forefront  of  the 
antifascist  democratization  struggle. 

To  support  and  encourage  the  just  patriotic  struggle  of  the  south  Korean  working 
class  and  people  is  the  lofty  national  duty  of  our  working  class  and  people. 

The  working  class  of  the  northern  half  of  the  republic  must  never  forget  for  a 
moment  the  working  class  and  patriotic  people  of  the  southern  half  indomitably 
fighting,  shedding  blood,  for  the  sake  of  democracy  and  reunification  of  the 
fatherland  even  under  such  formidable  conditions  that  military  fascist  dictatorship 
bullies  around,  and  must  positively  support  and  encourage  their  just  struggle, 
exerting  all  strength  to  the  utmost.

The  intrinsic  nature  of  an  economic  management  system  is  determined  not  by  the 
composition  of  management  departments  or  management  apparatus  such  as  organization 
of  offices  but  by  the  basic  spirit  running  through  the  economic  management 
system. 
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The  basic  spirit  running  through  the  Taean  work  system  lies  in  that  the  cadres 
and  workers  become  one  and  that  the  cadres,  going  down  to  the  base  level,  personally 
help  the  producers.  This  basic  spirit  running  through  the  Taean  system  bespeaks 
that  the  Taean  work  system  precisely  holds  it  as  its  intrinsic  nature  to  carry 
through  the  revolutionary  mass  line  of  our  party  in  economic  management.

The  industrial  guidance  system  provided  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song 
in  the  recent  period  is  a  powerful  weapon  clearly  illuminating  the  road  to  more 
highly  promoting  the  superiority  and  invincible  vitality  of  the  Taean  work  system 
to  suit  the  realities  wherein  socialist  construction  has  deepened  and  developed. 

In  order  to  highly  promote  the  might  of  the  Taean  work  system,  carrying  through 
the  industrial  guidance  system  provided  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song, 
it  is  imperative  above  all  to  enhance  the  role  of  party  committees  at  all  levels, 
especially  provincial  party  committees  and  factory  party  committees.

In  order  to  highly  promote  the  superiority  of  the  industrial  guidance  system  for 
carrying  through  the  Taean  work  system,  it  is  important  to  enhance  the  sense  of 
responsibility  and  role  of  the  committees  and  ministries  of  the  Administration 
Council  along  with  provincial  economic  guidance  committees. 

Committees  and  ministries  of  the  Administration  Council  must  positively  formulate 
measures  to  f oresightedly  develop  industry,  unfurl  a  bold  operational  plan  for 
the  chucheization,  modernization,  and  scientization  of  the  people’s  economy,  and 
aggressively  push  ahead  with  the  task.

[Text]  Some  20  years  have  passed  since  the  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song,  brilliantly  embodying  the  immortal  chuche  ideology  and  the  revolutionary 
mass  line  of  our  party,  created  the  great  Taean  work  system. 

The  establishment  of  the  Taean  work  system,  which  is  our-style  communist  form  of 
economic  management,  became  a  major  factor  which  brought  about  a  basic  change  in 
economic  guidance  and  enterprise  management  and  caused  great  leaps  forward  and 
innovations  to  happen  one  after  another  in  socialist  construction.  This  above 
all  has  to  do  significantly  with  the  fact  that  the  Taean  work  system  thoroughly 
embodies  the  demands  for  the  superiors  to  help  the  subordinates  in  economic 
management.

To  say  that  in  economic  management  the  superiors  help  the  subordinates  means  to 
bring  guidance  closer  to  the  base  level;  in  other  words,  the  cadres,  instead  of 
issuing  directives  from  their  desks,  go  down  to  the  base  level,  concretely  check  out 
the  state  of  affairs  at  the  base  level,  and  based  on  it,  teach  the  base-level 
functionaries  what  they  do  not  know,  straighten  out  what  they  are  doing  wrong, 
have  pending  questions  solved,  so  as  to  step  up  production  and  improve  enterprise 
management. 

That  the  superiors  should  help  the  subordinates  is  an  inevitable  demand  flowing 
from  the  objectives  of  socialist  economic  management. 

The  major  objective  of  socialist  economic  management  lies  in  scoring  the  highest 
success  in  economic  work  by  solving  in  a  timely  manner  various  questions  arising 
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in  production  and  construction.  In  order  to  attain  this  objective,  all  economic 
guidance  functionaries,  instead  of  issuing  orders  and  directives  from  their  desks, 
must  go  down  to  the  base  level,  concretely  check  out  the  state  of  affairs,  and 
substantially  help  the  base-level  functionaries  and  producers  successfully  carry 
out  their  assigned  economic  tasks. 

Only  if  the  economic  functionaries  commendably  help  the  base-level  people  and 
producer  masses  in  politicoideological  terms,  in  terms  of  technical  job  performance, 
in  material  terms,  can  they  positively  contribute  to  developing  production  and 
improving  economic  management  by  observing  the  stand  as  the  master  of  production 
and  management  and  fully  perform  their  role  as  the  master. 

That  the  superiors  should  help  the  subordinates  also  constitutes  a  revolutionary 
method  of  economic  management  consistent  with  the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist 
society. 

In  the  socialist  society,  which  stands  on  public  ownership  of  the  means  of 
production,  the  masses  of  working  people,  because  of  their  socioeconomic 
circumstances  and  objectives  and  interests  in  common,  solidly  unite  with  each 
other  and  closely  cooperate  with  each  other  in  a  comradely  manner.  In  the 
socialist  society,  the  economic  guidance  functionaries  are  not  bureaucrats  in 
some  privileged  position  to  lord  it  over  the  masses  but  are  cadres  selected 
from  among  the  masses  because  they  are  better  prepared  politicoideologically  or 
in  terms  of  technical  job  performance,  and  are  servants  serving  for  the  sake  of 
the  masses.  Therefore,  helping  the  subordinates  is  a  job  duty  of  the  economic 
guidance  functionaries.  But  if  they,  desk-bound  in  their  position,  exercise 
guidance  by  means  of  issuing  orders  and  directives  without  hearing  the  opinions 
of  the  masses  and  without  checking  out  the  state  of  affairs  at  the  base  level, 
it  will  be  basically  running  counter  to  the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist 
society  where  all  people  closely  cooperate  with  each  other  in  a  comradely  manner. 

This  shows  that  for  the  superiors  to  help  the  subordinates  is  one  of  the 
principled  demands  arising  in  guiding  and  managing  the  economy  to  suit  the 
intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist  society. 

The  work  method  whereby  the  superiors  help  the  subordinates  in  economic  management 
is  not  something  that  is  spontaneously  established  just  because  the  socialist 
system  has  been  set  up. 

'The  work  method  of  functionaries  is  closely  linked  to  the  work  system.  Therefore, 
unless  the  work  system  is  basically  innovated  it  is  impossble  to  decisively 
improve  the  work  method. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  could  be  said  that  the  economic  management  system  of  bygone 
days,  even  though  it  was  socialistic  in  nature,  was  still  a  management  system 
containing  a  lost  of  capitalistic  dregs.  In  it  had  remained  a  lot  of  elements 
of  individual  egoism  along  with  elements  of  bureaucratism  and  departmentalism 
and  there  had  been  the  tendency  in  no  small  measure  of  issuing  bureaucratic  orders 
and  directives  instead  of  the  superiors  helping  the  subordinates.  Thus  under  the 
old  work  system  it  had  been  impossible  to  highly  promote  the  positiveness  and 
initiative  of  the  producers  nor  had  it  been  possible  to  positively  step  up 
production  and  construction. 
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The  question  that  the  superiors  should  help  the  subordinates  in  economic  management 
to  suit  the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  socialist  ssystem  was  brilliantly  solved  with 
the  creation  of  the  Taean  work  system  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song. 

One  of  the  important  characteristics  of  the  Taean  work  system  basically  different 
from  the  preceding  work  system  lies  precisely  in  that  the  superiors  substantially 
help  the  subordinates  in  economic  management. 

That  the  superiors  should  help  the  subordinates  in  economic  management  constitutes 
the  basic  spirit  of  the  Taean  work  system.

To  say  to  carry  through  the  Taean  work  system  means  to  carry  through  the  revolutionary 
mass  line  of  our  party  in  economic  management. 

In  the  socialist  society,  the  producer  masses  are  the  masters  of  production  and 
management.  The  strength  and  wisdom  of  the  producer  masses  are  inexhaustible, 
and  once  they  are  properly  set  in  motion,  it  is  possible  to  successfully  carry  out 
any  task,  however  difficult  and  complex.  Therefore,  if  socialist  economic  management 
is  to  be  improved,  it  is  imperative  of  necessity  to  put  the  first  and  foremost 
efforts  into  carrying  through  the  revolutionary  mass  line  and  inspiring  the  producer 
masses . 

In  order  to  carry  through  the  mass  line  in  economic  management,  the  superiors  must 
help  the  subordinates . 

Only  if  the  superiors  help  the  subordinates,  is  it  possible  to  maximally  promote 
the  revolutionary  fervor  and  creative  positiveness  of  the  masses  and  correctly 
work  out  the  method  to  successfully  carry  out  the  eocnomic  tasks  at  hand  relying  on 
the  strength  and  wisdom  of  the  masses.  Again,  only  then  can  the  functionaries  and 
the  masses,  becoming  one,  go  forward  to  carry  through  the  economic  policy  of  the 
party  to  the  end,  thoroughly  eliminating  the  dregs  of  all  kinds  of  outdated  ideas 
such  as  bureaucratism,  subjectivism,  and  formalism  in  economic  work.  Accordingly, 
that  the  superiors  should  help  the  subordinates  constitutes  an  important  demand 
for  carrying  through  the  revolutionary  mass  line  of  our  party  in  economic  management, 
and  the  straight  road  to  stepping  up  production  and  construction  by  rationalizing 
economic  management.  Precisely  herein  lies  the  important  ground  that  it  constitutes 
the  basic  spirit  of  the  Taean  work  system  that  the  superiors  should  help  the 
subordinates .

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enterprises  under  the  unified,  planned  guidance  of  the  state.  Centralization  and 
democracy  are  organically  linked  to  each  other,  both  of  which  can  be  satisfactorily 
insured  only  through  the  process  of  the  superiors  helping  the  subordinates.  If  the 
superiors  do  not  help  the  subordinates,  it  will  become  impossible  to  thoroughly 
realize  the  unified,  planned  guidance  of  the  state  nor  will  it  be  possible  to 
highly  promote  the  initiative  of  local  districts  and  producers.

By  relying  on  the 
intelligence  of  an  individual  it  is  impossible  to  precisely  grasp  the  objective 
realities  of  the  large-scale  socialist  economy  where  the  linkages  between 
production  units  are  complex  nor  is  it  possible  to  go  forward  to  satisfactorily 
realize  the  eocnomic  law  and  the  scientific  and  technological  demands  of  production. 

In  the  socialist  society,  it  also  will  be  impossible  to  scientifically,  rationally 
manage  and  operate  the  economy  by  relying  on  a  purely  economic  technical  method 
alone. 

Of  course,  if  the  large-scale  socialist  economy  equipped  with  the  latest  technical 
provisions  is  to  be  scientifically  managed  and  operated,  it  is  imperative  to  widely 
adopt  the  modern  means  of  weights  and  measures  and  means  of  production  command, 
properly  make  economic  technical  calculation  and  analysis,  and  plan  and  coordinate 
production  organization  and  labor  organization  by  a  scientific  method.  But  by 
clinging  to  such  economic  technical  methods  alone  it  is  impossible  to  precisely 
grasp  the  objective  realities  of  the  socialist  economy  where  the  masses  of  working 
people  are  the  masters  of  production  and  management  nor  is  it  possible  to  successfully 
solve  the  question  of  scientific  economic  management.  Moreover,  inasmuch  as  the 
revolutionary  fervor  of  the  producer  masses  plays  the  decisive  role  in  the  developing 
socialist  economy,  in  no  way  is  it  possible  by  a  purely  economic  technical  method 
alone  to  either  measure  or  mobilize  it. 

The  only  modern,  scientific  management  method  commensurate  with  the  large-scale 
socialist  economy  standing  on  the  latest  technologies  is  the  method  of  relying  on 
the  collective  wisdom  of  the  producer  masses. 

The  producer  masses  are  in  direct  charge  of  socialist  production  and  management 
and  in  consequence,  know  better  than  anyone  else  the  state  of  production  and  the 
method  of  improving  enterprise  management.  The  producer  masses  accumulate  abundant 
experiences  through  the  process  of  creative  labor  and  ceaselessly  seek  out  reserves 
and  possibilities  for  production  growth.  Therefore,  only  by  relying  on  the 
collective  wisdom  of  the  producer  masses  is  it  possible  to  overcome  arbitrariness 
and  subjectivism  in  economic  guidance  and  enterprise  management  and  scientifically, 
rationally  manage  and  operate  the  economy.

Laws  occupying  the  leading  positions  among  the  economic  laws  operating  in  the 
socialist  society  are  the  economic  laws  reflecting  the  intrinsic  demands  of  the 
socialist  economy  such  as  the  basic  socialist  economic  law,  the  economic  law  of 
the  ceaselessly  growing  production  at  a  high  rate  of  speed,  and  the  law  of  the 
planned,  balanced  development  of  the  people’s  economy.  Therefore,  in  understanding 
and  utilizing  the  objective  economic  laws  it  is  imperative  to  direct  priority 
attention  to  correctly  embodying  the  demands  of  such  socialist  economic  laws  and 
thoroughly  insuring  their  leading  positions  and  roles. 

In  the  socialist  society,  the  law  of  value  also  operates  along  with  the  socialist 
economic  laws.  The  law  of  value  is  an  economic  law  operating  relative  to  the 
transitional  character  of  the  socialist  society  and  as  such,  operates  on  a  limited 
scale.  The  law  of  value  cannot  govern  the  overall  process  of  the  developing 
socialist  economy.  Therefore,  the  law  of  value  must  be  utilized  as  an  auxiliary 
means  in  strengthening  the  planned  guidance  of  the  state  for  the  people’s  economy  and 
rationally  organizing  societywide  production.  Contrary  to  this,  overly  evaluating 
commodity  production  and  significance  of  the  law  of  value  and  excessively  clinging 
to  price  leverage  will  make  it  impossible  to  properly  realize  the  demands  of  the 
socialist  economic  laws,  and  with  capitalist  elements  growing,  could  ultimately 
make  the  planned  socialist  economy  itself  break  down. 

The  Taean  work  system,  by  managing  and  operating  the  economy  by  the  socialist 
method,  makes  it  possible  to  most  precisely  utilize  the  economic  laws  operating 
in  the  socialist  society,  to  suit  their  positions  and  roles. 

In  the  Taean  work  system,  the  objectives  of  enterprise  management  and  operation 
also  lie  in  even  better  satisfying  the  interests  of  the  whole  society  and  the 
needs  of  the  entire  people  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  basic  socialist  economic 
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law,  not  in  pursuit  of  profits,  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  them  overall 
management  and  operation  work  is  organized  and  conducted.  This  is  expressed

What  makes  the  Taean  work  system  a  superior  form  of  economic  management  which 
scientifically,  rationally  manages  and  operates  the  economy  also  lies  in  that 
it  makes  it  possible  to  strengthen  the  technical  guidance  for  production  to  suit 
the  demands  of  modern,  large-scale  socialist  production  and  get  all  management 
activities  highly  organized.

. . .  the  superiority  of  the  Taean  work  system  is  that  it  provides  for  strengthening 
technical  guidance  for  production  and  guiding  production  in  an  integrated  way."

An  important  characteristic  differentiating  modern  production  from  handicraft 
production  lies  in  that  it  stands  on  the  conscious  utilization  of  science  and 
technology  and  that  it  is  production  by  machines  where  the  entire  process  of 
production  is  a  process  of  operating  facilities  and  technical  means.  In  modern 
production,  production  process  is  none  other  than  technical  process,  and  technical 
process  is  none  other  than  production  process.  Therefore,  guidance  for  modern 
socialist  production  must  become  none  other  than  technical  guidance.  Only  by 
strengthening  technical  guidance  for  production  is  it  possible  to  lessen  the 
backbreaking  labor  of  the  working  people,  ceaselessly  rationalizing  the  production 
process  and  commendably  conducting  the  work  of  technically  insuring  production, 
and  effectively  utilize  labor,  facilities,  and  materials. 

Another  characteristic  which  separates  modern  production  from  handicraft  production 
lies  in  that  modern  production  is  large-scale  production  based  on  the  communal 
labor  of  many  people  linked  together  by  the  developed  division  of  labor  and 
cooperation  of  labor.  Such  characteristics  of  modern  production  inevitably  call 
for  none  other  than  getting  all  management  activities  organized  thoroughly. 

In  large-scale  production  standing  on  the  developed  division  of  labor  and 
cooperation  of  labor  the  slightest  of  what  is  spontaneous  or  unorganized  comes 
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to  exert  great  negative  influence  on  production  in  general.  A  high  productive 
success  can  be  scored  in  modern  production  only  if  all  aspects  of  management 
activity  are  thoroughly  planned  and  coordinated  and  a  strong  discipline  is 
maintained  in  produciton  organization  and  command. 

By  organizing  and  guiding  production  in  accordance  with  the  unified,  intensive 
production  guidance  system  the  Taean  work  system  makes  it  possible  to  admirably 
insure  a  high  organized  character  and  discipline,  strengthening  technical  guidance 
to  suit  the  demands  of  modern  production. 

The  unified,  intensive  production  guidance  system  works  to  decisively  strengthen 
technical  guidance  for  production,  enhancing  the  role  of  the  planning  staff  of 
a  factory  or  an  enterprise  comprising  outstanding  technical  forces.  Again, 
because  the  chief  engineer  who  is  the  chief  of  staff  of  a  factory  or  an  enterprise 
guides  the  tasks  of  all  departments  directly  connected  with  production  with  a 
comprehensive  grip  on  them,  the  system  makes  it  possible  to  thoroughly  insure 
the  unified  nature  of  production  command,  organized  character  and  discipline  in 
production.  As  for  the  facilities  and  materials  necessary  for  production  too, 
the  Taean  work  system  holds  the  superiors  responsible  for  meshing  them  with  the 
production  plan  down  the  last  detail  and  delivering  them  in  a  timely  manner, 
and  makes  it  possible  to  most  rationally  conduct  the  work  of  insuring  the 
necessary  conditions  for  production. 

Thus  the  Taean  work  system  is  the  most  superior  economic  management  system  which 
under  the  leadership  of  the  party  manages  and  operates  the  economy  relying  on  the 
collective  wisdom  of  the  masses  and,  comprehensively,  precisely  utilizing  the 
objective  economic  laws  to  suit  their  positions  and  roles  and  guiding  modern 
production  in  terms  of  science  and  technlogy,  makes  it  possible  to  insure  an 
uninterrupted  high  rate  of  speed  of  development  of  the  economy.

Inasmuch  as  the  socialist  economy  is  an  economy  which  is  organized  and  operated 
on  a  planned  basis,  it  is  imperative  above  all  to  thoroughly  insure  the  scientific 
nature  of  planning  in  order  to  scientize,  rationalize  economic  management. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  by  sagaciously  leading  the  way  in  thoroughly 
carrying  through  the  guidelines  for  unified,  detailing  planning  with  a  view  to 
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improving  planning  work  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  Taean  work  system,  has  comprehen¬ 
sively  promoted  the  superiority  of  the  socialist  planned  economy.

rural  economic  system. 

To  deeply  understand  the  superiority  of  our  country’s  agricultural  guidance  system 
which  has  been  proved  through  practice  and  more  highly  promote  its  vitality  is 
our  lofty  duty,  rewarding  task  for  brilliantly  solving  the  socialist  agrarian 
question. 

To  improve  the  guidance  and  management  of  the  rural  economy  is  one  of  the  important 
demands  for  solving  the  agrarian  question  once  and  for  all  and  stepping  up 
socialist,  communist  construction.

”...  to  improve  the  guidance  and  management  of  the  rural  economy,  develop 
cooperative  ownership,  and  insure  a  precise  relationship  between  ownership  by 
all  of  the  people  and  cooperative  ownership  constitutes  important  conditions 
to  expedite  the  technological,  cultural,  and  ideological  revolutions  in  the  rural

The  agrarian  question,  a  relic  of  the  old  society,  comes  to  remain  comparatively 
long  even  under  socialism.  It  has  to  do  with  the  fact  that  this  question  is 
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a  very  difficult  and  complex  one  to  completely  eliminate  the  backwardness  of  the 
rural  areas  in  comparison  with  the  urban  areas* 

If  the  agrarian  question  is  to  be  successfully  solved  under  socialism,  it  is 
imperative  to  correctly  establish  a  guidance  and  management  system  for  the  rural 
economy.  Only  by  correctly  establishing  the  guidance  and  management  system  for 
the  rural  economy  is  it  possible  to  highly  promote  the  superiority  of  the 
socialist  rural  economic  system  and  quickly  eliminate  the  backwardness  of  agriculture 
in  comparison  with  industry.  Again,  only  then  is  it  possible  to  step  up  the 
ideological,  technological,  and  cultural  revolutions  in  the  rural  areas  and 
strengthen  worker-peasant  alliance,  and  ultimately,  energetically  push  overall 
socialist,  communist  construction  forward. 

Improving  the  guidance  and  management  of  the  rural  economy  arises  as  an  even  more 
urgent  question  immediately  after  its  socialist  remaking,  in  particular. 

Agricultural  cooper at ivization  completed,  agrarian  work  expands  in  scope  and 
a  favorable  condition  for  quickly  developing  agricultural  productive  forces 
prevails.  On  the  other  hand,  it  requires  a  certain  period  of  time  to  raise  the 
standards  of  functionaries  to  suit  the  new  changed  environment.  Therefore, 
with  the  outdated  guidance  system  and  guidance  method  of  bygone  days  it  is 
impossible  to  keep  agriculture  abreast  of  the  fast  developing  industry.

Now,  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  and  cooperative  ownership  in  the  socialist 
society  are  the  two  forms  of  public  ownership  developing  in  a  close  mutual 
relationship  and  both  of  them  constitute  the  economic  cornerstone  of  the  socialist 
state.  Therefore,  the  party  and  the  state  of  the  working  class  must  of  necessity 
firmly  maintain  the  stand  to  responsibly  look  after  not  only  the  life  of  the 
workers  and  office  workers  but  also  the  life  of  the  peasants  and  must  assume 
full  responsibility  for  the  development  of  not  only  ownership  by  all  of  the 
people  but  cooperative  ownership  as  well.  When  the  state  of  the  working  class, 
thoroughly  maintaining  such  revolutionary  stand,  commands  high  authority  among 
the  masses  of  people,  it  will  be  able  to  correctly  guide  the  overall  management 
and  operation  of  the  cooperative  economy  with  a  direct  grip  on  it,  despite  the 
distinctions  of  ownership  forms. 
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Under  our  country’s  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  the  state  goes  forward 
to  realize,  through  an  exclusive  state  agricultural  guidance  organ,  the  guidance 
and  management  of  the  agricultural  cooperative  economy,  too,  with  a  direct  grip 
on  it,  which  is  distinct  from  ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 

In  the  counties  of  our  country  there  are  county  cooperative  farm  management 
committees  charged  with  guiding  cooperative  farms  and  directly  implementing 
the  state’s  material  and  technical  assitance,  and  in  the  provinces  there  are 
provincial  rural  economy  committees,  and  in  the  center  there  is  the  Agricultural 
Committee.  Such  exclusive  agricultural  guidance  organs  hold  it  as  their  basic 
mission  to  implement  statewide  guidance  and  in  accordance  therewith,  are  guiding 
and  managing  the  cooperative  economy  with  full  responsibility. 

Thus,  provisions  have  been  made  for  the  state  to  guide  and  manage  even  the 
agricultural  cooperative  economy  with  a  direct  grip  on  it,  which  is  distinct  from 
ownership  by  all  of  the  people,  is  precisely  where  the  basic  characteristic  of 
our  country’s  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  is. 

Another  characteristic  of  our  country’s  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system 
lies  in  that  it  thoroughly  embodies  the  demands  for  the  superiors  to  help  the 
subordinates  and  brings  guidance  closer  to  production. 

For  the  superiors  to  help  the  subordinates  is  one  of  the  most  important  demands 
arising  in  socialist  economic  management.  Only  if  the  superiors  help  the 
subordinates  can  they  concretely  grasp  the  specific  conditions  of  the  base 
level  and  go  forward  to  solve  in  a  timely  manner  various  questions  arising  in 
production. 

Our  country’s  agricultural  guidance  system  holds,  as  its  basic  cornerstone,  the 
Ch’ongsan-ri  spirit,  the  Ch’ongsan-ri  method  where  the  superiors  help  the 
subordinates,  and  goes  forward  to  thoroughly  embody  it  in  the  guidance  and 
management  of  the  rural  economy.  Our  exclusive  state  agricultural  guidance 
organs,  thoroughly  organizing  the  technicians  and  specialists  of  the  agricultural 
branch  into  their  own  technical  guidance  forces  and  based  on  holding  a  unified 
grip  on  the  enterprises  serving  the  rural  economy,  are  going  forward  to  solve 
all  questions  to  suit  the  specific  conditions  of  the  base  level.  Thus,  basically 
eliminating  the  bureaucratic  administrative  work  style  primarily  oriented  in 
issuing  orders  and  directives  and  highly  promoting  the  creative  positiveness 
of  the  masses,  they  are  successfully  carrying  out  the  economic  tasks  at  hand. 

Our  country’s  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  created  by  the  great  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-song  possesses  immense  superiority  because  of  such  intrinsic 
characteristics . 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

”Our  statewide  guidance  system  for  the  rural  economy  is  a  superior  system  which

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The  superiority  of  our  country ’ s  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  lies  above 
all  in  that  by  guiding  the  rural  economy  by  the  enterprise  method  it  brings  the 
management  and  operation  level  of  the  rural  economy  cleaselessly  closer  to  the 
advanced  industrial  enterprise  management  level. 

To  say  to  guide  and  manage  agriculture  by  the  enterprise  method  means  to 
strengthen  technical  guidance  for  agricultural  production  and  get  all  management 
activities  highly  planned  and  organized. 

When  exercising  guidance  by  the  enterprise  method  it  will  be  possible  to 
scientifically,  rationally  manage  and  operate  the  large-scale  socialist  rural 
economy  which  has  been  equipped  with  modern  technical  provisions  and  where  all 
production  processes  have  been  turned  into  technical  process,  and  quickly  pull  the 
management  and  operation  level  of  the  rural  economy  up  to  the  advanced  industrial 
enterprise  management  level. 

Our  country's  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  primarily  based  on  county 
cooperative  farm  management  committees,  by  grasping  the  state  enterprises  and 
technical  forces  serving  the  rural  economy  and  by  concretely  guiding  the 
management  activity  of  cooperative  farms  in  the  field,  thoroughly  insures  scientific 
and  technological  guidance  for  agricultural  production  to  suit  the  demands  of 
technical  processes.  Again,  county  cooperative  farm  management  committees  guide 
cooperative  farms  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  them  scientifically  formulate  production 
plans  based  on  a  concrete  calculation  of  all  production  elements  such  as  mechanical 
facilities  and  farming  materials,  and  go  forward  to  ceaselessly  improve  the 
standards  of  agricultural  management  and  operation,  grasping  and  guiding  on  a 
daily  routine  basis  the  overall  management  activity  of  cooperative  farms  with  a 
tight  grip  on  the  integrated,  unified  production  guidance  system,  the  unitary  water 
supply  command  system,  and  the  materials  supply  system  where  the  superiors  deliver 
the  materials  to  the  base  level. 

Thus,  putting  an  end  to  the  outdated  administrative  guidance  method  and  guiding 
and  managing  the  agricultural  cooperative  economy  by  the  enterprise  method  and 
bringing  agricultural  management  and  operation  closer  to  the  advanced  industrial 
management  and  operation  level  is  where  the  greatest  superiority  of  our  country's 
agricultural  guidance  system  is. 

The  superiority  of  our  country's  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  also  lies 
in  that  it  organically  bonds  together  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  and 
cooperative  ownership  and  makes  it  possible  to  go  forward  to  correctly  solve 
the  question  of  mutual  relationship  between  these  two  forms  of  ownership. 

The  cooperative  economy  prevailing  in  agriculture,  because  it  is  appropriate 
to  the  developmental  standard  of  productive  forces  under  socialism  and  to  the 
ideological  consciousness  level  of  the  peasants,  positively  encourages  and 
pushes  for  the  development  of  agricultural  production.  But  by  no  means  does 
this  mean  that  cooperative  ownership  is  unalterably  fixed  and  exists  forever. 

As  the  material  and  technical  foundations  of  the  rural  economy  get  strengthened 
and  the  ideological  consciousness  level  and  cultural  standard  of  the  peasants 
improve,  cooperative  ownership  comes  to  develop  into  a  more  accomplished  form. 
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The  circumstances  that  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  and  cooperative  ownership 
thus  come  to  coexist  for  long  in  the  socialist  society  call  for  correctly  insuring 
the  mutual  relationship  of  the  two  forms  of  ownership. 

Our  country's  socialist  agricultural  guidance  system  is  exactly  the  superior 
statewide  guidance  system  which  makes  it  possible  to  most  precisley  solve  this 
question. 

Our  country's  agricultural  guidance  system  strengthens  the  direct  production 
linkages  between  industry  and  agriculture  and  goes  forward  to  organically  bond 
together  the  two  forms  of  ownership  in  the  direction  of  ceaselessly  enhancing  the 
leading  role  of  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  versus  cooperative  ownership. 

Our  agricultural  guidance  organs,  thoroughly  organizing  state  enterprises 
serving  the  rural  economy  such  as  farm  machinery  stations  and  irrigation  stations 
and  rationally  supplying  in  a  timely  manner  modern  tehcnical  means  produced  by 
industry,  positively  help  production  by  the  agricultural  cooperative  economy. 

Thus,  further  strengthening  the  direct  production  linkages  between  industry 
belonging  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  and  agriculture  belonging  to  cooperative 
ownership,  they  organically  bond  together  the  two  forms  of  ownership  in  the  direction 
of  ceaselessly  enhancing  the  leading  role  of  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  versus 
cooperative  ownership  and  make  the  material  and  technical  means,  which  belong  to 
ownership  by  all  of  the  people,  gradually  attain  an  overwhelming  ratio  in  agricultural 
production. 

This  shows  that  our  agricultural  guidance  system,  strengthening  the  politicoidelogical 
influence  of  the  working  class  on  the  peasantry  and  effectively  realizing  urban 
support  for  the  rural  areas,  works  to  consolidate  and  develop  cooperative  ownership 
and  bring  it  closer  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 

The  superiority  of  our  country's  agricultural  guidance  system  also  lies  in  that 
it  works  to  solve  the  immediate  questions  and  prospective  questions  of  the 
developing  rural  economy  in  correct  combination. 

The  agrarian  question  under  socialism  cannot  be  solved  at  a  stroke.  It  can  be 
satisfactorily  solved  only  by  a  steadfast  struggle  over  a  long  period  of  time. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  solve  the  socialist  agrarian  question  once  and  for  all, 
it  is  imperative  to  solve  the  immediate  questions  and  prospective  questions  of 
rural  construction  in  correct  combination. 

Our  country's  agricultural  guidance  system,  by  guiding  and  managing  the 
agricultural  cooperative  economy  by  the  enterprise  method  and  maximally  promoting 
the  superiority  and  potentialities  of  the  cooperative  economic  system,  makes  it 
possible  to  solve  in  correct  combination,  the  question  of  improving  the  work 
of  management  and  operation  to  suit  the  immediate  demands  of  the  developing 
socialist  rural  economy  and  the  prospective  question  of  eliminating  the  backwardness 
in  the  management  and  operation  level  of  agriculture  in  comparison  with  industry. 
Because  it  also  not  only  strengthens  the  state's  material  and  technical  assistance 
to  the  cooperative  economy,  reinforces  the  linkages  between  the  two  forms  of 
ownership  to  suit  the  immediate  demands  of  socialist  rural  construction,  and 
works  to  enhance  the  leading  role  of  the  working  class  versus  the  peasantry, 
but  brings  cooperative  ownership  ceaselessly  closer  to  ownership  by  all  of  the

rural  construction  for  eliminating  the  backwardness  in  ownership  relationship  of 
agriculture  in  comparison  with  industry  and  even  the  class  distinctions  between 
the  working  class  and  the  peasantry.  At  the  same  time,  our  country's  agricultural 
guidance  system  makes  the  Agricultural  Committee  in  the  center  mainly  study 
questions  relative  to  the  developmental  direction  of  agricultural  technology 
and  prospective  development  of  the  rural  economy  as  it  guides  the  rural  economy 
as  a  whole  while  making  the  provincial  rural  economy  committees  and  county 
cooperative  farm  management  committees  mainly  put  efforts  into  solving  immediate 
questions  arising  in  agricultural  production. 

All  this  energetically  proves  that  our  country’s  agricultural  guidance  system  is 
indeed  a  unique  guidance  system  which  works  to  improve  the  work  of  managing  and. 
operating  the  cooperative  economy  and  quickly  bring  cooperative  ownership  closer 
to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people,  and  the  most  superior  agricultural  guidance 
system  completely  in  accord  with  the  prospects  for  the  future  development  of  the 
socialist  cooperative  economy. 

Under  the  sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  our 
country’s  agricultural  guidance  system  has  eloquently  demonstrated  its  invincible 
vitality  through  the  practice  of  socialist  rural  construction.

An  armed  struggle  is  the  foremost  main  form  of  struggle  in  the  colonial  national 
liberation  struggle.  Imperialism,  starting  from  its  aggressive,  plunderous  nature, 
will  not  voluntarily  withdraw  from  its  colonies.  The  imperialists,  with  a  view 
to  sustaining  their  colonial  rule,  will  not  choose  means  and  methods,  and 
mobilizing  all  their  power  apparatuses  and  means  of  violence,  bloodily  suppress 
the  liberation  struggle  of  the  colonial  people.  The  more  the  struggle  of  the 
colonial  people  upsurges  and  the  nearer  the  fate  of  the  imperialist  scoundrels 
approaches  death,  the  more  bestial  violence  the  imperialists  cling  to  to  the  death. 

It  is  inevitable  that  the  colonial  people  come  to  launch  a  struggle  by  force, 
armed  struggle,  and  only  by  such  struggle  can  they  pull  down  the  imperialist 
colonial  rule  and  win  the  ultimate  victory  of  their  national  liberation  struggle. 

With  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  at  the  Mingyuehkou  Conference  setting 
forth  the  strategic  guidelines  for  the  entire  people,  bearing  arms,  to  vigorously

The  strategic  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  for 
launching  the  armed  struggle  immediately  were  sagacious  guidelines  starting 
from  a  scientific  analysis  of  the  situation  prevailing  in  our  country  in  the 
early  1930 's. 

The  Japanese  imperialists,  who  had  been  stepping  up  their  preparations  from  long 
ago  for  a  war  of  aggression  with  a  view  to  realizing  their  ambition  for  world 
hegemony,  at  last  caused  the  "Manchurian  Incident"  in  September  1931  and 
began  their  armed  invasion  of  the  northeastern  region  of  China. 

The  Japanese  imperialists,  as  they  expanded  the  fire  of  their  war  of  aggression 
to  the  continent,  carried  out  more  viciously  than  at  any  time  their  reactionary 
offensives  against  the  Korean  people  in  a  move  to  turn  our  country  into  a 
bridgehead,  "a  solid  rear."  The  scoundrels  arrested  and  imprisoned  the  patriotic 
people  at  random  everywhere,  massacred  the  patriotic  people  en  masse,  and 
suppressed  by  armed  force  the  revolutionary  advance  of  the  workers  and  peasants. 

Under  such  circumstances,  unless  an  armed  fight  was  waged  against  the  Japanese 
imperialists  in  direct  confrontation  it  was  impossible  to  move  the  Korean 
revolution  one  step  forward  and  victoriously  chart  the  road  of  national  liberation. 

At  the  time  a  sound  cornerstone  had  been  in  place  for  organizing  and  launching 
the  anti-Japanese  armed  struggle. 

As  a  result  that  armed  struggle  preparations  had  been  positively  pushed  under  the 
sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  reliable  nuclear 
ranks  capable  of  launching  the  anti- Japanese  armed  struggle  on  a  big  scale  had 
been  organized  and  in  addition,  politicomilitary  experiences  had  been  accumulated.

Only  if  there 
exists  a  correct  struggle  line,  and  concrete  strategy  and  tactics  capable  of 
admirably  realizing  it  are  established,  is  it  possible  to  go  forward  to  victoriously 
launch  the  armed  struggle  in  accordance  with  a  precise  struggle  goal  and  a 
scientific  method.

"If  we  were  to  properly  utilize  the  favorable  natural  geographic  conditions  of 
the  border  regions  of  Korea  and  the  broad  expanse  of  Manchuria,  we  could  win  the 
final  victory  even  with  small  forces  constantly  sweeping  away  and  weakening  the 
enemy  armed  forces.  To  that  end,  we  must  organize  and  launch  an  armed  struggle 
primarily  in  the  form  of  guerrilla  warfare."  (Ibid.,  p  31) 

To  precisely  determine  its  form  in  organizing  and  laucnhing  an  armed  struggle 
is  a  firm  guarantee  for  the  successful  prosecution  and  victory  of  the  colonial 
national  liberation  struggle.  Only  by  correctly  determining  the  form  of  an  armed 
struggle  is  it  possible  to  go  forward  to  make  a  chuche-oriented  revolutionary 
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force  grow  and  strengthen  and  expedite  the  expansion  and  development  of  the 
armed  struggle  and  energetically  develop  the  overall  revolutionary  movement. 

Conventionally,  an  all-people  armed  uprising  used  to  be  understood  to  be  the 
primary  method  of  the  revolutionary  struggle  of  the  working  class  and  oppressed, 
exploited  people  to  win  political  ruling  power.  This  did  not  suit  the  specific 
conditions  of  colonial  countries  which  would  have  to  launch  their  national 
liberation  struggle,  breaking  through  the  stringent  enemy  surveillance,  on 
the  empty  ground  with  no  political  ruling  power  of  their  own,  no  foundations 
of  a  national  army,  no  rear  of  the  state. 

The  characteristics  of  the  new  times  and  our  country's  colonial  national 
liberation  war  called  for  a  form  of  armed  struggle  appropriate  to  them. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  weighing  with  his  brilliant  wisdom  the 
unprecedented  characteristics  of  the  colonial  national  liberation  struggle, 
set  forth  at  the  Mingyuehkou  Conference  new,  unique  guidelines  that  a  revolutionary 
war  to  liquidate  the  colonial  rule  must  be  an  armed  struggle  primarily  in  the 
form  of  guerrilla  warfare. 

The  guerrilla  warfare  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  is  a 
powerful  struggle  method  quite  capable  of  dealing  great  political  and  military 
blows  to  the  enemy  while  maximally  preserving  one's  own  forces  and  of  making  a 
clean  sweep  of  the  numerically,  technically  superior  enemy  with  one's  small  forces. 
Again,  this  is  a  superior  form  of  battle  which  makes  it  possible  to  launch  an 
armed  struggle  for  an  extended  period,  relying  on  the  positive  support  and 
necouragement  of  the  masses  of  people  and  favorable  natural  geographic  conditions 
even  under  such  unfavorable  conditions  that  there  is  no  rear  of  the  state, 
no  support  of  a  regular  army,  and  to  win  the  final  victory,  expanding  and 
strengthening  one's  own  armed  forces  and  constantly  sweeping  away  and  weakening 
the  armed  forces  of  aggression. 

With  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  enunciating  the  new,  unique  form  of 
struggle  that  the  armed  struggle  must  be  launched  in  the  form  of  guerrilla 
warfare  came  to  be  provided  a  theoretical  and  practical  weapon  for  developing 
our  people's  violent  advance  against  Japanese  imperialism  into  an  organized  armed 
struggle  and  firmly  guaranteeing  the  road  of  its  ivctory. 

The  strategic  guidelines  set  forth  for  organizing  and  launching  the  armed  struggle 
primarily  in  the  form  of  guerrilla  warfare — this  became  a  turning  point  in  the 
great  turnaround  which  provided  a  shortcurt  to  pressing  hard  on  the  heels  of  the 
enemy,  successfully  solving,  solely  with  the  strength  of  the  Korean  people  themselves, 
the  difficult  and  complex  questions  arising  in  our  country's  anti-Japanese  inational 
liberation  war. 

The  Mingyuehkou  Conference  conducted  under  the  chair  of  the  great  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song  opened  up  a  firm  road  to  victory  of  the  armed  struggle  by  teaching 
important  questions  arising  in  organizing  and  launching  the  armed  struggle  in 
the  form  of  guerrilla  warfare  and  the  method  of  solving  them. 

It  is  an  important  question  arising  in  a  colonial  national  liberation  war  to  organize 
standing  revolutionary  armed  forces,  establish  a  guerrilla  base,  and  build  a  mass 
base. 
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The  colonial  national  liberation  struggle  is  not  something  that  is  completed  in 
a  day  or  two  but  an  arduous  and  complex  struggle  that  demands  a  long-term  struggle. 
If  victory  is  to  be  won  in  this  struggle,  it  is  imperative  to  have  standing 
revolutionary  armed  forces  which  are  the  basic  means  of  an  organized  armed  struggle 
and  the  decisive  forces  of  a  national  liberaiton  revolution,  and  to  have  a  solid 
military  base  and  a  mass  base  capable  of  preserving  and  expanding  one’s  own 
forces  and  of  satisfying  the  material  needs  of  the  armed  struggle. 

As  the  Mingyuehkou  Conference,  based  on  the  armed  struggle  line  set  forth  by  the 
great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  put  forward  the  guidelines  for  organizing 
anti- Japanese  people's  guerrillas  as  standing  revolutionary  armed  forces  capable 
of  taking  on  and  carrying  out  guerrilla  warfare,  our  people  became  able  to 
steadfastly  launch  the  anti-Japanese  armed  struggle  with  genuine  revolutionary 
armed  forces. 

To  build  people’s  guerrillas  as  standing  revolutionary  armed  forces  instead  of 
a  regular  army  in  the  colonial  national  liberatiln  struggle  is  an  intrinsic  demand 
of  guerrilla  warfare  and  was  correct  guidelines  for  building  armed  forces 
consistent  with  the  characteristics  of  a  national  liberation  war  taking  on  a 
long-term  nature  and  arduousness. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  at  the  Mingyuehkou  Conference  that 
the  revolutionary  armed  forces  about  to  be  built  must  become  anti-Japanese 
people’s  guerrillas  as  standing  armed  forces  and  that  they  must  become  a  genuine 
people’s  army  composed  of  outstanding  sons  and  daughters  of  the  workers  and 
peasants,  a  revolutionary  army  fighting  for  the  liberation  of  the  fatherland 
and  happiness  of  the  people,  basically  distinct  from  the  nationalist  armed  unit 
or  the  righteous  army  or  the  independence  army  championing  national  independence 
in  bygone  days.  Thus  even  under  the  difficult  conditions  that  the  vicious 
Japanese  imperialist  colonial  rule  was  prevailing  a  precise  road  came  to  be 
opened  up  which  would  make  it  possible  to  attain  the  cause  of  national  liberation 
with  our  own  strength,  building  revolutionary  armed  forces  and  constantly 
expanding  and  strengthening  them. 

The  Mingyuehkou  Conference,  by  setting  forth  the  guidelines  for  establishing  a 
guerrilla  base,  reliably  guaranteed  the  victory  of  the  anti-Japanese  armed 
struggle. 

If  an  armed  struggle  primarily  in  the  form  of  guerrilla  warfare  is  to  be  organized 
and  launched,  it  is  imperative  to  have  a  solid  military  base,  a  base  in  the  rear. 
Guerrilla  warfare  against  strong  counterrevolutionary  armed  forces,  only  if  it 
relies  on  a  solid  base,  can  go  forward  to  develop  steadfastly  while  constantly 
preserving  and  expanding  its  own  forces. 

The  concrete  conditions  of  our  country’s  developing  revolution  presented  it  as 
an  especially  urgent  demand  to  establish  a  guerrilla  base.  The  anti-Japanese 
armed  struggle  was  a  difficult  struggle  that  had  to  be  fought  without  the  rear 
of  the  state,  without  outside  support,  against  the  strong  Japanese  imperialist 
aggressive  army  equipped  with  the  latest  weapons,  amid  a  stringent  network  of 
harsh  oppression  of  Fascism  of  the  Japanese  imperialists  covering  the  whole  country. 
Under  such  conditions,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  anti-Japanese  armed  struggle  and 
the  overall  Korean  revolution  with  our  own  strength  to  the  end,  we  had  to  have  a 
revolutionary  base  guaranteeing  unified  guidance  fo  the  Korean  revolution.

Precisely  at  the  Mingyuehkou  Conference,  based  on  a  scientific  analysis  of  the 
characteristics  of  guerrilla  warfare  the  unique  thought  was  enunciated  that  the 
guerrillas  must  of  necessity  have  a  guerrilla  base  and  that  it  must  become  not 
only  a  military  base  and  a  base  in  the  rear  but  also  a  strategic  base  of  the 
revolution  guaranteeing  unified  guidance  for  the  revolutionary  movement  in  general* 
Thus  came  to  be  brilliantly  resolved  the  basic  tasks  to  insure  the  adept  military 
and  political  activities  of  the  anti-Japanese  people *s  guerrillas  and  thoroughly 
realize  the  unitary  guidance  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  for  the 
Korean  revolution. 

The  Mingyuehkou  Conference,  solidly  uniting  the  broad  anti-Japanese  patriotic 
forces  under  the  banner  of  fatherland  restoration,  opened  up  a  wide  road  to 
winning  the  victory  of  the  anti- Japanese  armed  struggle.

State  power  is  political  ruling  power  and  the  basic  factor  determining  the  position 
and  role  of  people.  In  order  that  the  masses  of  working  people  may  become  the 
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genuine  masters  of  the  state  and  society,  they  must  hold  power  in  their  hands  and 
must  build  an  independent  sovereign  state. 

Independent  stand  and  attitude  is  life  for  the  country  and  the  people.  It  constitutes 
precisely  the  basic  characteristics  of  an  independent  sovereign  state  to  struggle 
to  protect  and  relaize  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  country  and  the 
people.  Just  as  a  man  deprived  of  his  socially  independent  stand  and  attitude 
cannot  be  said  to  be  a  man,  a  country  deprived  of  its  independent  stand  and  attitude, 
too,  cannot  be  said  to  be  an  independent  sovereign  state. 

Politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  is  the  most  basic  factor  determining  the 
independent  stand  and  attitude  of  a  state. 

Politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  is  an  independent  stand  and  attitude 
in  the  sphere  of  political  activity,  and  this  bespeaks  that  a  country  solves  all 
questions  arising  in  revolution  and  construction  with  its  own  strength,  based 
on  its  own  self-dependent  belief  and  judgment,  opposing  domination  and  enslavement 
in  all  forms,  and  exercises  its  sovereign  rights  on  a  completely  equal  footing 
in  its  relations  with  other  countries. 

Politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  is  a  political  guarantee  for  self-reliance 
in  the  economy  and  self-reliance  in  national  defense.  Apart  from  politically 
independent  stand  and  attitude  it  is  impossible  to  achieve  self-reliance  in  the 
economy  nor  is  self-reliant  national  defense  thinkable,  and  in  consequence, 
it  is  impossible  to  speak  about  the  building  of  a  completely  independent  sovereign 
state. 

Of  course,  self-reliance  in  the  economy  is  the  material  cornerstone  of  an  independent 
sovereign  state,  and  self-reliance  in  national  defense  is  a  military  guarantee  for 
a  sovereign  state.  Self-reliance  in  the  economy  and  self-reliance  in  military 
defense  are  important  factors  guaranteeing  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of 
a  country  and  constitute  an  indispensable  condition  guaranteeing  the  dignity  and 
development  of  an  independent  sovereign  state. 

But  self-reliance  in  the  economy  and  self-reliance  in  national  defense  can  be 
firmly  guaranteed  only  when  politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  is 
thoroughly  maintained. 

Only  by  firmly  maintaining  its  independent  stand  and  attitude  in  politics  can  a  state 
go  forward  to  solve  all  questions  arising  in  economic  construction  and  national 
defense  construction,  with  its  own  strength  to  suit  the  interests  of  its  people 
and  the  specific  conditions  of  its  country  and  solidly  create  a  self-reliant 
national  economy  and  self-reliant  national  defense  force.  To  tightly  maintain 
independent  stand  and  attitude  in  politics  constitutes  a  precondition  for  realizing 
self-reliance  in  the  economy  and  self-reliance  in  national  defense. 

Thus,  compared  with  self-reliance  in  the  economy  or  self-reliance  in  national 
defense,  politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  occupies  the  leading  position 
and  performs  the  governing  role.

Man’s  independent  stand  and  attitude  can  be  insured  only  in  the  social  relations 
which  come  to  be  entered  into  in  the  course  of  social  life,  and  people’s  social 
life  is  formed  on  a  certain  nation-state  basis. 

The  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  a  country  and  a  people  is  an  intensive 

manifestation  of  people’s  independent  stand  and  attitude  and  at  the  same  time 

a  basic  guarantee  for  protecting  and  comprehensively  realizing  it.  Only  if  a 
nationally  independent  stand  and  attitude  is  insured,  can  the  independent  stand 
and  attitude  of  the  masses  of  people  constituting  that  nation  be  insured  and 
the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  country  firmly  realized. 

The  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  each  country  can  be  firmly  defended  and 

insured  only  by  a  genuine  people’s  government,  an  independent  government  struggling 
to  thoroughly  protect  and  comprehensively  realize  the  independent  stand  and  attitude 
of  the  masses  of  people  of  its  country. 

Therefore,  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  a  country  and  a  people  constitutes 
a  basic  guarantee,  a  precondition  for  protecting  and  comprehensively  realizing  the 
independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses  of  working  people. 

Politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  is  also  a  decisive  guarantee  for 
firmly  defending  the  dignity  of  a  country  and  a  people. 

All  countries,  all  peoples  are  equal  and  independent  and  have  the  sacred  right 
of  national  self-determination  to  resolve  their  destinies  on  their  own.

Politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  calls  upon  each  country  and  each  people 
to  firmly  maintain  their  position  as  the  masters  of  their  own  destinies  and 
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acquit  themselves  fully  of  their  responsibility  and  role  as  the  masters.  Only 
when  a  country  and  a  people  tightly  maintain  their  independent  stand  and  attitude 
can  they  achieve  the  independent  development  of  their  country  and  defend  the 
dignity  of  their  people  by  determining  and  solving  with  their  own  strength  all 
questions  bearing  on  their  destinies,  based  on  their  self-dependent  belief  and 
judgment  to  suit  the  demands  of  their  country’s  revolution  and  the  interests  of 
their  people. 

Only  by  tightly  maintaining  their  politically  independent  stand  and  attitude 
can  they  also  develop  relations  with  other  countries  on  the  principles  of  complete 
equality  and  mutual  respect,  opposing  all  kinds  of  domination  and  enslavement. 

Complete  equality  and  mutual  respect  between  nation-states  is  an  indispensable 
requirement  flowing  from  the  sacred  right  of  national  self-determination  and  a 
precondition  for  realizing  national  sovereignty. 

The  relationship  of  complete  equality  and  mutual  respect  between  countries  cannot 
be  achieved  spontaneously  but  can  be  firmly  insured  only  if  countries  and  peoples 
tightly  grasp  and  exercise  their  right  of  political  self-determination  opposing 
enslavement  to  others,  on  the  one  hand,  and  resolutely  struggling  against  forces 
enslaving  others.

Independent  stand  and  attitude  demands  that  all  peoples  and  countries  be  completely 
equal  and  practice  mutual  respect,  and  provides  a  firm  guarantee  for  firmly  insuring 
national  independence  and  freedom  against  all  kinds  of  enslavement  and  oppression, 
inequalities,  and  for  making  the  solidarity  and  cooperation  between  countries 
truly  voluntary  and  solid. 

If  a  country  loses  its  politically  independent  stand  and  attitude  and  fails  to 
observe  the  principles  of  equality  and  mutual  respect,  it  will  subject  the  country 
to  enslavement,  domination,  and  intervention  by  other  countries  and  the  dignity 
of  the  country  and  the  people  will  be  trampled  underfoot. 

For  a  country  and  a  people  to  defend  their  dignity  arises  as  an  even  more  urgent 
question  today  under  conditions  that  the  imperialists,  dominationists  are 
intensifying  their  scramble  to  once  agin  enslave  the  newly  emerging  countries 
which  have  embarked  on  the  road  to  building  a  new  life. 

Under  conditions  that  the  imperialists,  dominationists  are  perpetrating  all  kinds 
of  vicious  machinations  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  independent  development  of  the 
newly  emerging  countries,  if  the  newly  emerging  countries  fail  to  tightly  maintain 
their  politically  independent  stand  and  attitude,  they  cannot  beat  back  the 
politicoeconomic  pressures  of  outside  forces  and  in  the  end,  could  once  again 
fall  to  the  status  of  an  enslaved  state,  unable  to  defend  their  national  dignity 
and  independence.

This  is  one 
of  the  important  tasks  facing  party  ideological  work.  If  such  task  is  to  be 
successfully  carried  out,  economic  agitation,  particularly  artistic  agitation, 
must  be  briskly  launched  together  with  the  propaganda  of  the  party's  economic 
policy. 

Artistic  agitation  is  the  unique  ideological  work  policy  created  by  our  party. 
Artistic  agitation,  utilizing  an  energetic  means  called  literature  and  arts, 
enhances  the  enthusiasm  of  the  masses  and  directly  calls  them  to  the  realization 
of  the  party's  economic  policy.

"Literature  and  arts  are  one  of  the  most  important  means  of  indoctrinating  the 
masses  of  people."  ("A  Collection  of  Writings  of  Kim  Il-song,"  Vol  13,  p  134) 

Revolutionary  literature  and  arts  show  profound  thoughts  and  concrete  human  lives 
with  realism  through  vivid  artistic  portrayals.  Therefore,  they  more  handily 
strike  S3nnpathetic  chords  among  people  and  have  a  strong  ideological  impact 
on  them. 

Revolutionary  songs  or  poems  perform  great  functions  in  implanting  revolutionary 
thoughts  in  the  masses  and  inspiring  them  to  struggle.  In  particular,  revolutionary 
songs  are  explicit  in  thought  and  strong  in  appealing  power,  and  because  of  this, 
the  more  people  sing  the  songs,  the  more  the  songs  make  the  strength  of  the 
singers  surge,  filled  to  overflowing  with  optimism.  Thus,  works  of  literature 
and  arts  in  various  forms  such  as  songs  and  poems  relate  real  life  and  dramatically 
stir  people’s  ideological  feelings,  and  because  of  this,  the  works  make  working 
people  more  energetically  launch  into  the  struggle  for  revolution  and  construction. 

Artistic  agitation,  precisely  because  it  utilizes  the  means  of  literature  and  arts, 
has  great  influencing  power  and  becomes  a  powerful  weapon  of  party  ideological  work 
which  makes  it  possible  for  the  agitation  to  prove  its  worth  forthwith  in  economic 
construction,  dramatically  stirring  people  and  inspiring  them  to  carry  through 
the  economic  policy  of  the  party. 

The  superiority  of  artistic  agitation  also  lies  in  that  it  makes  it  possible  to 
launch  agitation  work  with  mobility  without  standing  on  ceremony  and  formality 
by  simple  means  and  in  handy  form. 
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Timeliness  and  mobility  in  agitation  work  are  like  life.  In  insuring  timeliness 
and  mobility,  artistic  agitation  is  different  from  other  forms  of  artistic 
activity. 

Artistic  activity,  generally  speaking  requires  certain  conditions  and  means, 
style  and  form  such  as  place  and  time,  stage  and  costumes,  makeup  and  lighting. 

But  artistic  agitation  does  not  necessarily  require  all  such  requisite  conditions 
and  holds  it  as  the  basics  to  launch  artistic  activity,  as  is,  to  suit  the  given 
environment  and  giwn  conditions.  Mobile  artistic  agitation  units,  with  production 
sites  as  their  base,  perform  by  the  machines,  by  the  fields,  wearing  ordinary 
clothes,  short  pieces  of  music  and  sketches  in  simple  mass  art  form  such  as 
songs,  witty  talks,  and  interludes,  using  popular  musical  instruments  such  as 
harmonica,  accordion,  guitar,  drum.  Therefore,  artistic  agitation  has  mobility 
and  militancy,  and  is  becoming  a  powerful  mass  political  work  method,  a  mass 
mobilization  means  to  responsively  uphold  and  drive  home  the  line  and  policies 
of  the  party  among  the  masses  in  a  timely  manner  and  energetically  inspire  them 
to  struggle  for  the  realization. 

Just  because  artistic  agitation  is  a  task  to  turn  the  policies  of  the  party 
into  art  form  and  drive  them  home  to  the  masses,  if  the  people  concerned  take 
too  long  or  drag  their  feet  in  making  the  necessary  preparations,  it  will  be 
impossible  to  insure  mobility  and  timeliness.  Should  this  come  to  pass,  artistic 
agitation  will  be  unable  to  acquit  itself  fully  of  its  objectives  and  mission. 

Artistic  forms  used  in  artistic  agitation  are  popular  forms  of  literature  and 
arts  very  favorable  and  simple  to  carry  the  line  and  policies  of  the  party. 

Such  forms  create  favorable  conditions  for  adapting  the  teachings  of  the  great 
leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  and  the  guidelines  of  the  party,  as  they  are  set  forth 
anew,  to  artistic  short  pieces  of  music  and  sketches  with  timeliness. 

Today  the  mobile  artistic  agitation  units  which  are  energetically  launching 
artistic  agitation  at  socialist  construction  sites  or  the  artistic  propaganda 
units  and  central  organizations  of  arts  are  fimrly  insuring  mobility  by  bringing 
such  favorable  conditions  to  life  and  militantly  writing  materials  for  artistic 
agitation.

To  precisely  set  targets  and  goals  is  an  important  condition  guaranteeing  the 
success  of  political  work.  Because  it  precisely  sets  beforehand  the  goal  where 
firepower  is  to  be  focused  and  channels  agiation  offensives  to  it,  economic 
agitation  proves  its  worth  forthwith.

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TO  SOLVE  THE  FOOD  QUESTION  IS  AN  URGENT  DEMAND  FOR  THE  INDEPENDENT  DEVELOPMENT 
OF  THE  DEVELOPING  COUNTRIES

[Text]  To  correctly  solve  the  food  question  is  a  very  important  question  confronting 
every  country  today. 

The  food  question  is  one  of  the  basic  questions  directly  bearing  on  human  survival. 
Food  is  an  indispensable  element  man  cannot  do  without  for  survival.  Only  if 
food  is  plentiful  is  it  possible  to  stabilize  people’s  life  and,  inspiring 
people’s  fervor,  go  forward  to  satisfactorily  solve  all  the  other  questions 
arising  in  achieving  economic  construction  and  social  progress  and  consolidate 
national  political  independence  as  well. 

If  one  comes  to  depend  on  others,  failing  to  produce  and  secure  on  one’s  own 
the  food  needed  for  one’s  country,  one  could  create  social  chaos,  and  destabilizing 
political  independence,  would  be  unable  to  realize  complete  equality  in  one’s 
international  relations. 

Now,  many  countries  of  the  world  are  currently  facing  a  serious  food  crisis, 
unable  to  satisfactorily  solve  their  food  question,  and  this  is  bringing  great 
misfortunes  and  sufferings  to  human  life.  Many  regions  of  the  world  are  turning 
into  zones  of  starvation  and  in  many  countries,  the  number  of  people  dying  of 
starvation,  the  number  of  people  suffering  from  hunger  and  malnutrition  is  growing 
daily.  In  particular,  the  food  question  is  becoming  a  burning  issue  in  the 
developing  countries. 

In  spite  of  efforts  made  to  solve  the  food  question,  the  agricultural  question, 
food  production  in  the  developing  countries  is  not  growing  at  a  deserved  rate 
but  rather,  the  per  capita  food  production  in  these  countries  is  declining. 

Thus  in  many  of  the  developing  countries  food  is  far  too  short  and  they  have 
no  alternative  but  to  buy  enormous  quantities  of  grain  from  outside  sources. 

At  present,  one-third  of  the  population  of  the  developing  world  or  1  billion 
is  suffering  from  hunger  and  malnutrition,  the  caloric  intake  being  below  the 
minimum  for  survival.  If  the  present  trends  continue,  the  food  question  in  the 
developing  countries  will  become  even  more  critical  by  the  end  of  the  century. 
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Taking  advantage  of  the  worsening  world  food  situation,  the  imperialists  are 
viciously  perpetrating  machinations  of  aggression,  plunder,  and  intervention 
against  the  developing  countries,  and  on  account  of  this,  not  only  are  they 
experiencing  serious  socioeconomic  difficulties  but  their  political  independence 
is  being  greatly  threatened. 

In  the  present  period  the  food  question  in  the  developing  countries  is  not  a 
simple  economic  problem  but  a  very  serious  problem  directly  linked  to  the 
political  question. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

"The  food  question,  the  agricultural  question,  is  one  of  the  very  important  and 
urgent  questions  which  the  nonaligned  nations  and  the  developintg  countries  must 
necessarily  solve  in  building  a  new  society."  [No  bibliographic  reference  given] 

The  developing  countries,  which  constitute  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  world, 
are  charting  the  road  to  building  a  new  society  today,  tightly  grasping  their 
destinies  in  their  own  hands.  One  of  the  important  questions  which  these  countries 
must  necessarily  solve  in  building  a  new  independent  world,  a  new  society,  is 
precisely  achieving  self-reliance  in  agriculture  and  satisfactorily  filling  the 
needs  for  food  on  their  own. 

What  makes  it  an  urgent  demand  of  the  developing  countries  to  solve  the  food 
question,  the  agricultural  question,  above  all  has  directly  to  do  with  their 
sociohistorical  environment. 

Most  of  the  developing  countries  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America  had  been 
under  the  domination  and  enslavement  of  the  imperialists,  colonialists  in  bygone 
days,  and  had  inherited  the  most  deformed,  backward  rural  economy.  The  imperialists, 
colonialists,  utterly  restraining  a  many-sided  agricultural  development  of  Asian, 
African,  and  Latin  American  countries,  had  forced  upon  these  countries  a 
single-crop  economy  of  exclusively  producing  one  of  luxury  and  industrial  crops 
and  other  raw  materials,  not  the  staple  food,  and  tied  the  land  and  the 
means  of  agricultural  production  to  it.  In  consequence,  it  had  been  impossible 
in  bygone  days  for  the  agriculture  of  the  countries  in  these  regions  to  avoid 
deformity  and  one-sidedness,  and  the  rural  economy  had  walked  the  road  of 
uninterrupted  ruination.  In  most  of  the  countries  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin 
America  the  cultivation  of  crops  needed  in  solving  the  food  question  had  been 
considered  of  almost  secondary  importance,  and  the  agriculture  of  these  countries 
had  been  backward  technically  and  its  material  foundations  weak,  and  in  no  position 
to  introduce  the  advances  of  modern  science  and  technollgy  either. 

On  account  of  the  aftereffects  of  the  venomous  colonial  rule  of  the  imperialists, 
the  developing  countries  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America  had  had  no  resources 
capable  of  resolving  on  their  own  the  food  essential  to  people ^s  life.  Even  after 
achieving  independence  the  developing  countries  are  being  extremely  restrained 
in  agricultural  development  on  account  of  the  material  and  technical  backwardness 
of  the  rural  economy,  a  single-crop  economy,  and  of  the  absence  of  agricultural 
technical  personnel  and  irrational  agricultural  structure,  all  stemming  from  the 
export-oriented  colonial  rule.  At  present,  the  developing  countries  accounting 
for  80  percent  of  the  world  agrarian  population  are  barely  able  to  produce  one-third

of  world  food.  Such  circumstances  make  it  inevitable  that  the  developing  countries 
hand  over  their  luxury  and  industrial  crops  to  the  imperialists  at  cheap  prices 
the  same  as  before  and  buy  food  from  them  at  high  prices.  Deformed  and  backward 
agriculture,  in  the  final  analysis,  is  bringing  the  result  of  not  only  forcing 
these  countries  to  continue  to  remain  as  raw  materials  supply  sources  for  the 
imperialists  but  also  of  enabling  the  imperialists  to  put  themselves  in  a 
privileged  position.  The  deformity  and  backwardness  of  agriculture  stemming 
from  the  plunderous  agricultural  policy  of  the  imperialists  are  becoming  the  major 
factor  in  causing  a  serious  food  crisis  in  the  developing  countries  and  obstructing 
the  independent  development  of  these  countries. 

Such  historical  environment  of  the  developing  countries  urgently  calls  on  them 
to  direct  priority  attention  to  the  food  and  agricultural  questions  in  the 
struggle  to  build  a  new  society. 

What  makes  it  an  urgent  matter  for  the  developing  countries  to  solve  the  food 
question  also  has  to  do  with  the  fact  that  with  the  dramatic  fall  in  agricultural 
production  caused  by  the  cold  front  the  food  situation  continues  to  worsen. 

The  cold  front  greatly  affecting  all  regions  of  the  earth  is  causing  drastic 
climatic  changes  and  unusual  meteorological  phenomena.  In  recent  years 
unprecedentedly  severe  droughts  and  floods,  unseasonal  heat  and  cold  waves 
have  been  sweeping  many  regions  of  the  earth.  Such  unusual  meteorological 
phenomena  are  inflicting  great  damage  on  many  countries  of  the  world  and 
in  particular,  cataclysmic  influence  on  agricultural  production. 

On  account  of  the  effects  of  the  cold  front,  grain  production  is  falling  rapidly 
in  the  rich  grain  districts  of  yesteryear  and  it  is  becoming  a  common  phenomenon 
that  agriculture  itself  is  being  messed  up.  The  effects  of  the  cold  front  are 
dealing  big  blows  especially  to  the  developing  countries  where  the  introduction 
of  irrigation  to  the  rural  economy  has  not  yet  been  completed  and  the  standard 
of  technical  provisions  for  agriculture  is  still  low,  as  a  result  of  the 
aftereffects  of  the  imperialist  colonial  rule  in  bygone  days.  Thus  many  of 
the  developing  countries  are  not  yet  able  to  completely  fulfill  their  food 
production  plans,  showing  the  trends  of  a  continued  decline  in  per  capita 
production.  This  is  causing  shortfalls  in  grain  and  other  foodstuffs  in  the 
developing  countries.  In  no  small  number  of  the  developing  countries  many 
people,  unable  to  lead  a  stable  life  on  account  of  food  shortages,  are  suffering 
from  hunger  and  malnutrition.  The  effects  of  the  worsening  food  situation, 
extending  beyond  this,  are  causing  enormous  difficulties  in  the  economic 
development  of  these  countries  with  serious  aftereffects  on  their  social  life 
as  a  whole. 

To  solve  the  food  and  agricultural  questions  constitutes  an  important  demand  for 
making  it  possible  to  overcome  the  aftereffects  being  brought  on  by  the  cold  front, 
stabilize  the  people's  life,  and  insure  the  overall  economic  development. 

That  in  the  present  period  the  developing  countries  should  solve  the  food  question 
constitutes  an  important  guarantee  for  them  to  oppose  the  aggression  and  plunder 
policy  of  the  imperialists  and  firmly  defend  their  national  sovereignty. 

At  present,  as  the  food  situation  worsens  worldwide,  the  aggression  and  plunder 
machinations  of  the  imperialists  are  being  perpetrated  more  viciously  than  at 
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any  time.  The  scoundrels,  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  the  developing  countries 
with  food  as  a  weapon,  are  restraining  the  independent  development  of  these 
countries. 

The  imperialists,  continuing  to  force  the  prices  of  the  agricultural  produce  and 
primary  products  such  as  raw  materials  exported  by  the  developing  countries  to 
fall  on  the  world  market,  on  the  one  hand,  and  raising  to  a  ridiculously  high 
level  the  prices  of  the  food  and  industrial  products  they  themselves  export, 
are  making  the  circumstances  of  the  developing  countries  difficult  and  are 
turning  the  food  crisis  of  these  countries  even  more  acute.  The  imperialists, 
even  as  they  are  exacting  enormous  profits  by  the  method  of  non-parity  exchange, 
are  building  tariff  and  non-tariff  walls  high  with  a  view  to  protecting  their 
own  capital  against  their  competitors  and  further  intensifying  their  exploitation 
and  plunder  of  the  developing  countries . 

The  instability  of  export  income  caused  by  the  worsening  tradition  conditions 
enforced  by  the  imperialists  and  food  import  in  enormous  quantities  for  resolving 
the  mounting  food  shortages  are  forcing  the  developing  countries  to  suffer  from 
chronic  trading  deficits.  Thus  by  now  the  developing  countries  find  themselves 
in  the  difficult  position  that  they  do  not  have  the  funds  they  need  immediately 
to  esolve  the  food  shortages. 

As  long  as  such  policy  of  the  imperialists  continues,  the  developing  countries 
cannot  defend  their  national  resources  nor  can  they  independently  develop  their 
economy . 

Moreover,  the  imperialists,  taking  advantage  of  the  current  food  crisis  as 
a  golden  opportunity,  are  plotting  to  render  the  political  independence  of 
the  developing  countries  nominal  and  put  these  countries  under  their  domination 
system. 

The  U.S.  imperialists  have  brazenly  raved  as  soon  as  the  worldwide  food  crisis 
began  to  be  acute  that  inasmuch  as  "the  decision  of  food  consumer  countries  as 
to  what  to  do  depends  on  the  action  of  food  producer  countries,"  the  food  crisis 
"creates  favorable  conditions  for  making  other  countries  of  the  world  go  along 
with  the  Intention  of  the  United  States."  This  bespeaks  that  the  objectives  of 
the  U.S.  imperialist  food  policy  lie  in  exercising  their  influence  at  will  to 
make  the  food— short  countries  submit,  by  using  food  as  a  weapon  and  attaching 
various  pollticoeconomic  strings  or  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  them. 

The  U.S.  imperialists,  with  a  view  to  realizing  their  "food  strategy,"  are  using 
two  stratagems — blatant  pressure,  and  appeasement  and  deception.  Put  another  way, 
the  U.S.  Imperialists,  requiring  the  developing  countries  taking  their  surplus 
food  to  follow  them  meekly,  use  pressure,  and  appeasement  and  deception  alternately, 
depending  on  the  circumstances  and  targets,  by  using  "generosity"  such  as  food 
"aid"  or  bringing  pressure  to  bear  by  cancelling  the  "aid."  Such  political 
pressure  and  retaliatory  act  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  are  growing  blatant  daily 
to  the  extent  of  openly  interfering  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  developing' 
countries.  Thus  the  developing  countries  which  have  yet  to  achieve  self-sufficiency 
in  food,  particularly  those  countries  depending  on  the  food  "aid"  of  the  U.S. 
imperialists,  have  their  national  independence  and  sovereignty  greatly 
threatened . 
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All  facts  clearly  show  that  unless  they  correctly  solve  their  food  and  agricultural 
questions,  the  developing  countries  cannot  stabilize  their  people’s  life  and  insure 
their  national  economic  self-reliance,  nor  can  they  achieve  independent  development, 
ultimately. 

The  developing  countries,  only  by  satisfactorily  solving  the  food  and  agricultural 
questions  on  their  own,  can  eliminate  the  impoverishment  and  hunger,  enslavement 
and  inequities  brought  on  by  the  imperialists  and  realize  the  wishes  of  the  people 
to  live  independently,  insure  their  say  in  international  relations  and  realize 
the  principle  of  independent  stand  and  attitude,  and  equality. 

Thus,  to  solve  the  food  question  is  an  urgent  matter  which  must  of  necessity  be 
resolved  in  building  a  new  society  by  the  developing  countries  which  have  achieved 
political  independence  and  embarked  on  the  road  of  independent  development. 

The  developing  countries  which  have  embarked  on  the  road  of  writing  a  new  chapter 
of  history  under  the  anti-imperialist  sovereignty  banner  have  ample  possibilities 
and  prospects  for  solving  the  food  and  agricultural  questions  on  their  own. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

”The  basic  method  for  the  nonaligned  nations  and  developing  countries  to 
satisfactorily  solve  the  food  question  is  to  develop  their  own  agriculture 
and  achieve  self-sufficiency  in  food."  [No  bibliographic  reference  given] 

To  say  that  the  developing  countries  solve  the  food  question,  breaking  through 
the  current  food  crisis,  means  that  they  satisfy  the  needs  for  food  on  their 
own,  decisively  increasing  food  and  agricultural  production. 

Of  course,  to  achieve  self-sufficiency  in  food  is  not  an  easy,  simple  question. 

This  is  not  to  say  by  any  means  that  it  is  a  question  that  cannot  be  resolved. 

If  the  developing  countries  go  forward  to  formulate  positive  measures  with  a 
firm  determination  to  achieve  national  prosperity  with  the  creative  labor  of 
their  own  people,  they  are  quite  capable  of  successfully  solving  the  food  and 
agricultural  questions. 

At  present,  a  number  of  the  developing  countries,  by  putting  it  up  front  as  an 
important  task  for  building  a  new  society  to  develop  food  and  agriculture  and 
putting  great  efforts  into  it,  are  scoring  no  small  achievements  in  resolving  the 
food  shortages  on  their  own  and  expediting  agricultural  production. 

Most  important  to  the  develping  countries  in  eliminating  the  food  crisis  and 
achieving  self-sufficiency  in  food  is  for  each  country  to  quickly  Increase  its 
own  agricultural  production,  maximally  mobilizing  and  utilizing  all  productive 
potentialities  and  possibilities  in  the  spirit  of  self-reliance,  severally  and 
collectively. 

For  agriculture,  land  is  the  basic  means  of  production,  and  the  process  of  its 
production  itself  is  a  process  of  autogenetic  reproduction  of  agricultural  crops 
which  are  organisms.  Thererfore,  in  order  to  increase  agricultural  production, 
it  is  imperative  to  more  effectively  utilize  land,  correctly  grasp  the  biological 
nature  of  agricultural  crops  and  satisfy  its  demands. 
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The  greatest  potential  for  increasing  agricultural  production  in  the  developing 
countries  is  in  formulating  correct  measures  to  maximally  tap  and  utilize  the 
resources  of  land  and  water  and  developing  research  in  agricultural  science 
such  as  the  raising  of  high-yield  seeds  and  the  introduction  of  scientific  methods 
of  cultivating  agricultural  crops.  If  each  country  were  to  create  and  introduce 
scientific  farming  methods  consistent  with  the  meteorological,  climatic  conditions 
and  soil  conditions  of  its  country  and  the  biological  characteristics  of  crops, 
it  would  be  able  to  reap  bumper  harvests  without  investing  large  capital  in 
agriculture. 

To  improve  farm  implements  and  realize  mechanization  of  the  rural  economy  constitutes 
an  important  guarantee  for  ceaselessly  increasing  agricultural  production,  by  far 
enhancing  labor  productivity  even  as  doing  work  handily.  It  is  important  for 
the  developing  countries  to  positively  push  mechanization  of  the  rural  economy 
forward  on  the  principle  of  gradually  adopting  modern  farm  implements  beginning 
with  improvement  of  simple  farm  implements  and  mechanizing  difficult  and  labor¬ 
consuming  work  first. 

The  developing  countries,  when  they  put  great  efforts  into  agriculture,  can  go 
forward  to  satisfactorily  solve  the  question  of  food  for  their  people,  successfully 
overcoming  any  natural  condition,  however  unfavorable,  and  increasing  food 
production. 

To  strengthen  economic  and  technical  cooperation  and  exchanges  between  the  developing 
countries  on  the  principle  of  collective  self-reliance  constitutes  an  important 
method  to  solve  the  food  and  agricultural  questions  of  these  countries. 

Among  the  developing  countries  there  are  those  countries  which  have  gained  good 
experiences  and  developed  technologies  in  the  agricultural  area  and  others  which 
have  abundant  resources  and  funds,  and  again,  there  are  those  countries  which  have 
natural  geographic  conditions  particularly  favorable  to  agricultural  production. 
Suppose  some  100  developing  countries  contributed  one  technology  each,  it  would 
be  possible  to  absorb  100  different  technologies. 

If  the  developing  countries  were  to  go  forward  to  satisfy  each  other's  needs  on 
the  principle  of  collective  self-reliance  and  strengthen  cooperation  on  the  basis 
of  solidarity  and  mutual  aid,  it  would  be  possible  to  successfully  solve  questions 
pending  in  these  countries  and  further  expedite  agricultural  development. 

The  outdated  international  food  order  being  enforced  by  the  imperialists  is 
exerting  grave  aftereffects  on  the  food  and  agricultural  production  of  the 
developing  countries.  It  is  essential  for  the  developing  countries  to  establish 
a  new  international  food  order  based  on  thorough  fairness  and  justness,  resolutely 
denouncing  the  unjust  maneuvering  of  the  imperialists  to  continue  to  maintain 
the  outdated  food  order. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  imperative  to  strongly  oppose  the  machinations  of  the 
imperialists  to  use  food  as  a  means  of  bringing  their  politicoeconomic  pressures 
to  bear  on  the  developing  countries,  and  thoroughly  block  and  frustrate  their 
attempts  to  tie  up  the  developing  countries  with  their  food  "aid." 
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The  task  to  increase  food  and  agricultural  production  is  a  difficult  nature  remaking 
task,  a  complex  technology  improving  task,  and  a  rewarding  task  for  people’s 
happiness  and  national  prosperity.  For  self-sufficiency  in  food,  it  is  important 
that  nation-states  should  positively  organize  and  mobilize  in  this  task  the  masses 
of  people  who  are  the  masters  of  the  building  of  a  new  society  and  in  charge  of  it. 

Practical  experience  in  our  country  proves  this  positively. 

Our  party  and  the  government  of  the  republic,  putting  it  up  front  as  an  important 
priority  task  to  solve  the  agricultural  question  from  the  first  day  they  embarked 
on  building  a  new  society,  took  positive  measures  to  put  statewide  efforts  into  it. 

Our  party  has  energetically  stepped  up  the  technological  improvement  of  the  rural 
economy,  based  on  having  established  an  advanced  rural  economic  system,  and  quickly 
developed  agricultural  production,  widely  applying  advanced  farming  methods. 

In  particular,  with  the  comprehensive  ' embodiment  of  the  chuche  farming  method,  the 
most  advanced  and  scientific  farming  method  personally  founded  by  the  great  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-song  to  suit  the  specific  conditions  of  our  country,  agriculture  has 
become  highly  intensified  and  agricultural  production  has  ceaselessly  increased, 
turning  ours  into  a  country  self-sufficient  in  food  from  a  country  short  of  food.  Our 
experience  shows  that  if  each  country  were  to  formulate  a  policy  to  suit  its  socio¬ 
economic  development  and  mobilize  the  strength  and  wisdom  of  the  masses  of  people, 
the  developing  countries  would  be  quite  capable  of  achieving  self-sufficiency  in 
food  and  admirably  solving  the  agrarian  question. 

In  recent  years,  a  number  of  the  developing  countries,  by  implementing  socioeconomic 
reforms  aimed  at  developing  agriculture,  on  the  one  hand,  and  by  working  out  state¬ 
wide  measures  such  as  scientific  and  technological  measures  to  tap  the  resources  of 
land  and  water,  diversify  agriculture,  and  increase  per  unit  yield,  have  been  scoring 
great  successes  in  food  and  agricultural  production. 

Such  priceless  achievements  and  experiences  scored  by  each  country  must  be  applied 
and  generalized  to  suit  the  concrete  conditions  and  specific  situations  of  all 
developing  countries. 

The  symposia  held  by  the  nonaligned  nations  and  other  developing  countries  in 
Pyongyang  last  August  on  increasing  food  and  agricultural  production  were  precisely 
conferences  of  important  significance  in  jointly  seeking  the  method  to  solve  the 
food  question,  agricultural  question  urgently  arising  in  the  present  period  and 
implement  the  solution.  When  the  tasks  enunciated  in  the  Pyongyang  declaration 
adopted  by  the  unanimous  agreement  of  the  participating  countries  in  the  s3nnposia 
for  increasing  food  and  agricultural  production  are  thoroughly  realized,  there  will 
be  brought  about  an  epochal  turnaround  in  the  struggle  to  achieve  several  and 
collective  self-sufficiency  in  food. 

The  developing  countries,  by  developing  agricultural  production  and  solving  the  food 
question,  shall  remove  the  aftereffects  of  the  imperialist  colonial  rule  and 
consolidate  national  independence,  and  go  forward  to  achieve  independent  national 
development . 
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
